Each exhibitor will be required to enter three Merino Rams, 
not more than one year and four months old on the ist November, 
1914, all rams to be bred by Exhibitor. These Rams may be 
entered for any other Section or Class for which they are qualified, 
either at the Show in 1914 or 1915. 

The entry fee payable by each exhibitor wiU be £1 is. for each 
ram, three exhibitors or no competition. The winner will receive 
the Medal, will have his name inscribed on the Cup, and will hold 
it until it is won the following year. When one exhibitor has won 
the Cup three times it will become his property. 

All the rams entered will be exhibited at the Metropolitan Show, 
1914, and will be inspected by Judges appointed by the Committee, 
who will be instructed to disquahfy any ram not considered by them 
suitable for stud purposes, rams so disqualified (if any) will not be 
allowed to compete in this Competition. The qualified rams will be 
taken charge of by the Committee, shorn and grazed as the Com- 
mittee may deem desirable, but at the owner's ri.sk.
